W. M. Daily, Presiding Elder of the Upper Coast, District, 
presented the case of E. Manago, who had withdrawn under 
charges a year ago, as recommenced by the Baton Rouge Quar- 
terly Conference to have his credentials restored and that lie be 
restored to membership in the Conference. On motion his cre- 
dentials were not restored.

Hay- 
ward, S. Davage, W. D. Godman.

SECOND DAY. 

Thursday, Jan. 6, 1876. 
Conference opened with devotional exercises, lead by Scott 
Chinn. 

-Rev. Mr. Bryant of the A M. E. Church and Hon. P. Landry, 
of Donaldsonville, were introduced. 

The second years class was called before the altar and 
addressed by the Bishop, after which each answered in the 
affirmative to the disciplinary question. The Confeience then 
proceeded to take action on the motion of their admission, afrer 
each had reported his missionary and conference claimant col- 
lections. 

R. Andrrson, S. E. H< Morant, J. Webb, R. Y. Overton, Jacob 
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Kienle and Willis Carr had pa se l creditable ex im' nations, as 
deacons aad were admitted. .T. E. Madden had passed a good 
examination, was admitted and elected to elders ord< r^. Prince 
King, A. Spear, Frank Harvey, Cortez Thompson atfd V. viartin 
were deacons, and not having passed satisfactory examinations, 
were admitted on conditions that they stand creditably their 
second years examinations next year. W. E. Hill wa^ absent 
and discontinued at his own request and the Presiding Elder 
was given the privilege to employ him if needed. A. Spruce 
was absent and continued on trial. J. K. Jones had left his ap- 
pointment and was discontinued. T. Brown had 'died during 
the year in the triumpbs of faith. A. Legardy is an Elder, 
had passed a creditable examination and was admitted. 

Rev. J. D. Adams transferred from Western New York Con- 
ference, Ex-Mayor Heath of New Orleans, Mr Harvey, a promi- 
nent Methodist Layman of Saratoga Springs, N. Y., Dr. Coker 
of Boston, and Rev. Mr. Ivy, Agt. S. W. B. Sociey and member 
of the M. E. Church, South, were introduced.

At half-past ten the Bishop announced the order of the day 
to be election of delegates to the General Conference, and that 
the Conference was entitled to one misterial delegate.

FOUKTH DAY. 

Monday, January 9, 1876. 
Conference opened at 10 a. m, with religious exercises. On 
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motion a committee consisting of C. Hunt, W. M. Daily and E. 
Williams, were -appointed to meet a committee from the Lay 
Electoral Conference, to arrange for a joint session of the two 
Conferences. 

A draft on the chartered fund of $30 00 was ordered. W. 
T. Moak, of New Orleans, and L. H. Seelye, Esq., Supt. of our 
Orphans Home, at La Teche, were introduced. 

Timothy Gates, from Shreveport District, Aaron Smith, from 
Clinton, Geo. Lacy, from Gross Tete, Tennessee Jackson, from 
Springfield Circuit, and Reese Thompson, from Natchitoches, 
were elected to deacons orders. 

The Committee announced the arrival of the Lay Electoral 
Conference, and its members entered the Conference Room, 
and were assigned the central seats. Judge Fisk, on behalf of 
the laymen addressed the Conference and reported the action of 
the lay body, Gr aham Bell, Esq., ha 1 been elected lay delegate, 
and Gen. Cyrus Bussey, had been elected reserve lay delegate 
to the General Conference to meet in Ba timore, next May. 

Bishop Haven responded to the address, expressing full sym- 
pathy in the introduction of Laymen in the General Conference, 
congratulating them on the harmony of their proceedings. He 
told them that a great work could not be begun and finished in 
a day. The way to keep youthful is to entertain young ideas,, 
and one reason why the Methodist Church is so successful is 
because it leaves its adherents free to think for themselves ; it 
is the religion of common sense, giving men their liberty ; it is 
a warm religion, and it occasionally grows very warm. We 
have dropped some of our old time hymns and adopted others 
that are more suitable to the spirit of our times. Old and young 
gladly go to see a military parade because the music is lively 
and attractive ; so with our church, as we make our devotions 
animated, therefore our church is the popular one of to-day. 
When a man sells ouly a spool of thread he is not considered as 
of much account, but when a man, like Stewart, sells millions, 
he makes a noise in the world aod is talked about ; that is the 
case with us, for now that we can count our converts by tens 
of thousands, the world recognizes us an a power in the land. 
We are n<t the oldest church, but we are all over the land, and 
our principles are well known and their power is felt every- 
where. 

Dr. Godman, president of the N. O., University, was called for 
and said that the great business of our work just now was edu- 
cation. Those who wish to preach must be educated, must have 
a knowledge of things generally. By the aid of education the 
people who were recently in bondage can ris6 up to the level of 
the more favored. 

Rev. J. C. Hartzell said that one way to educate the masses 
was through the medium of the press. He spoke of the South- 
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western Advocate, of its success and advantage to our ministers 
and people in their work for Christ. 

Graham Bell, lay delegate elect, gave as the watchword of the 
church "Forward," and rejoiced that he was in a church that 
had done so much for the colored people of the South and hi 
life had been dedicated to herw ork. 

Eev. J. Hayward rejoiced in a remark of the Bishop that the 
church knew no distinctions among her members, all of every 
race and condition were alike, the recipients of her favors. Mr. 
N. D. Bush spoke of the work done by the "Mother Church" iu 
the South in giving educational and church privileges to the 
colored people in spite of their enemies, and warned the colored 
people against demanding impossibilities of the church. 

Scott Chinn gave a thrilling address. 

Dr. Dashiell explained the object of the Conference, as he 
thought that a few members had received a wrong impression o 
its mission. He told them that when they returned to the' 
circuits to sustain their preachers and elders, and use all tuei 
exertion to heal dissensions. The speaker had come a long dis 
tance to attend this meeting and to 'assist in building up Meth 
odism in Louisiana. The vine had been planted, and was evi 
dently flourishing for good. They are friends who will stand b 
this organization through good and bad report until it is fall 
able to take care of itself. 

The following resolutions, offered by J. C. Hartzell, wer 
unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, By the Lay Electoral and Annual Conferences of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church in Joint Conference assembled 

1. We rejoice in this coming together of lay and ministerial 
brethren in council, and hail this as the beginning of the time, 
when, with united hands and hearts, we shall start anew in de- 
votion and work in the great church we love. 

2. We hereby pledge our hearts and co-operation in the wor* 
of building up a University on the corner of Camp and Ra 
Streets, in this city. We especially commend the President, 
Dr. G-odman, and his associate teachers, and will do all in our 
power to unite the interest of our people throughout the church 
in this State, in securing the attendance of our young men and 
women upon our University, and in helping to rake money to 
support it. 

3. We regard the Southwestern Advocate as indispensable to 
our church work in the Southwest. We rejoice in its success, 
and we hereby unite in one voice in asking the next General 
Conference to make it an official organ for the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church in the Southwest. 

4. We give it as our judgment that the interests of our Meth- 
odism would be greatly advanced especially throughout the 
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South, by the election to our general superin tendency of a 
minister of African descent. 

5. We have heard with great delight Rev. Dr. Dashiel, the 
secretary of our Missionary Society, representing as he does the 
society which of all is the church, has aided in the organization 
and development of our work in the South. 

At the close of the joint session the Conference again resumed 
business. E. W. Overton was elected to elder orders. Frank 
Walker was admitted on trial and elected to deacons orders. 



FIFTH DAY. 

Monday, Jan. 10th, 1876. 
Conference opened with religious exercises, conducted by T. 
Kennedy. 

Question 6th was taken up. P. Brown, W. Brooks, M. Smith, 
A. Moore, and Reason Ennis were leported deacons of the 
second class, and graduated.. 

On motion a Committee was appointed to convey fraternal 
greetings to the Conference of the A. M. E. Church, consisting 
of M . Dale, E. Williams, J. Morrow, J. L. J. Barth, J. Hay- 
ward. 

The Committee's on Education, Orphans Home, Periodicals, 
Book Concern and Bible cause, the Auditors reported, and 
the reports were adopted. 

Resolutions expressing grief at the death of Rev, J. M. Bryan 
was presented and adopted, and memorial service directed. 

Adjournment to meet at three o'clock. 

AFTERNOON SESSIONS. 

Conference met at 3 p. m. Rev. E. Williams in the chair 
by appointment of the Bishop. The session was given up to 
reading of report on statistics. Bishop Brown of A. M. E. 
Church was introduced and Conference adjourned. 



SIXTH DAY. 

Tuesday, Jan. 11th, 1876. 

Session opened with religious exercises being conducted by 
J. Dutch. Dr. Daily in the chair. The case of A. Garrett recom- 
mended for deacons orders, was laid on the table, (Bishop Haven 
m the chair.) 

Committee on Temperance reported. 

The following resolutions offered by C. Hunt were unanimous- 
ly adopted : 
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Resolved, that as tbe Centennial sermon, preached by Bev. 
Dr Daily on Saturday evenh g was one of great power, we 
hereby heartily thank him for it, and request its publication 
in the Southwestern Advocate and in our Conference minutes. 

J C. Hartzell was appointed to respond for the Conference 
to the fraternal delegates from the A. M. E. Church. 

Committee of P. A. Society reported the work done by that 
Society, and stirring speeches were made by Bishop Haven and 
others. The Secretary was requested to convey to Dr. Kust tbe 
thanks of the Conference for the liberal donations to the edu- 
cational work in Louisiana. 

Dr. Dashiel addressed the Conference on its duty to the Mis- 
sionary Society. The delegation from the A. M. E, Church Con- 
ference was received. It consisted of Eevs. Burch, Harper, 
Chillberth, Thomas, Bryant and Hobson, each of whom ^dress- 
ed the Conference. Bishop Haven responded, followed by J. 
C Hartzell in behalf of the Conference. Addresses being also 
delivered by C. Hunt, J. Gould, W. M. Daily, Scott Chinn J. 
M. Vance, M. Dale and Dr. Dashiel. The general effect of the 
meeting was excellent. 

The following resolution was unanimously adopted: 
Resolved, That the presence of Bev. Dr. Dashiel among u~ 
has been a source of great pleasure. His sermons have been 
instructive and eloquent and his presentation of the work an 
claims of the Missionary Society which he ably represents as 
corresponding secretary, have been most clear and forcible. We 
bid him God speed' in all his labor and trust that we shall be 
' permitted to welcome him in our midst again.

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REPORTS. 



EDUCATION. 

Committee on Education reported as follows : 
1. Of the New Orleans University and Thomson Biblical In- 
stitute. . - 

This, our central institution, we are glad to say, is in a 
flourishing condition, and we think, is gradually gaining in pub- 
lic esteem and patronage. VVe learn from the President who 
has conducted the school through the first term of the current 
year, that the number of students the first term of the last year 
was 88 ; the first term of the present year 101. The number of 
theological students the past term, was 8, At least 4 new ones 
are expected the coming term, which will make the num- 
ber 12. 

The classes generally acquitted themselves well during the 
last term and at the closing examination. The students composing 
the present Sophomore Class are taking good rank and acquit- 
ting themselves with honor. 

GRADE. 

The general grade of scholarship has been elevated with the 
advice and approval of the highest authorities. The policy of 
the present adminstration is to improve the quality of work, be- 
lieving that thoroughness of attainment will be to the Church a 
crown of glory when the educated youth go forth to work out 
the problems assigned them in life. 

FINANCE. 

Dr. Rust, the indefatigable Corresponding Secretary of the 
Freedmen's Aid Society has been prompt in guarding our prop- 
erty interest. Last May he paid on our indebtedness, $1,500,00 

Last October he, paid 2,100,00 



$3,600,00 
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These sums with interest added have extinguished the debt 
on the property, and we are now free from embarrassment, 
ready to set out on new enterprises of progress. 

The receipts from incidental sources past term $212,00 
Expenditures, same term 280,00 
Necessary to balance 68,00 
The amount of incidental fees collected, though less than it 
should be, is encouraging when compared with the past.

Your Committee present for adoption the following resolu- 
tions viz : 

1. Resolved, That as Pastors and Preachers, loving Christian- 
ity and Methodism, we pledge ourselves to every possibly effort 
to promote the cause of Education among us. 

2. We are more than ever impressed with the importance to 
our cause of The New Orleans University, and we do hereby 
pledge ourselves to a united, energetic and prolonged effort to 
build it up by commending it publicly and privately to our 
people. 

3. We are convinced that the time has come for anew Univer- 
sity building. The old building while good and domicilable 
will before loug demand extensive repairs, if a new building is 
not provided. There is at present no room at all suitable for 
Chapel worship and lectures, it being scarcely possible to crowd 
the present number of scholars into any one room that we have. 
Besides there are no accommodations for Library, Heading 
Room, Music Room, etc., therefore 

Resolved, That the Conference do hereby request the Freed- 
men's Aid Society to make a strenuous effort to furnish us 
necessary aid to erect a new and commodious building. 

4. Whereas the Gospel Ministry demands, for the exposition 
of God's word, and the true culture of our people, extensive 
knowledge and thorough mental training in the occupants of 
the pulpit, therefore 

Resolved, 1, That we attach eminent value to the Theological 
Department of our University, and will seek by every pr cticable 
means to bring it more prominently before the young men of 
the Church. 

Resolved, 2, That we insist that young men who feel them- 
selves called to preach shall attend an institution of learning, 
and prepare themselves before entering on their responsible duties. 
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LA TECHE SEMINARY. 

This institution located at the Orphan's Home, in the village 
of La Teehe, St. Mary's Paiish was organized by Dr. and Mrs. 
Godman, last Spring. Formerly named Baldwin Seminary in 
the reports of the Ereedmen's Aid Society The name was 
changed with the approval of Dr East, to La Teche Seminary, 
so as to correspond with the name given to the village. 

The Seminary was organized as a Preparatory Department 
of the New (Means University. The number of students en- 
rolled last summer was 138. Of the^e were Primary 35- Irreg- 
ular, 81; Academic, 22; Total, 133. ' 

The Seminary is now under the supervision of Professor K. L. 
Thompson from Ohio, and the present number of students is 65.' 

The Orphans Home Board very cordially by resolution, 
granted the Seminary the free use of buildings, in perpetuo, on 
condition of making no expense to the Home. 

We present the following: 

Resolved, 1. That we are pleased to learn of the organization 
of La Teche Seminary as a Preparatory Department of the 
New Orleans University and will extend it to our heartiest sup- 
port. r 

Resolved, 1. That we hereby extend to the Orphan's Home 
Board our thanks lor their generous co-operation with the 
Seminary.

OBPHAN'S HOME 

Committee on Orphan's Home would report that during the 
past year an important change has taken place in the manage- 
ment of the Orphan's Home. Mrs, J. S. Boberts having retired 
from the position of Matron. Mr. L. H. Seelye from Oberlin 
Ohio, a man of God, full of faith and the Holy Ghost, has been 
made Superintendent, and his wife Mrs. E. E. Seelye, has the 
cultivation of a certain portion of land together with the thirds 
paid to the Home by the Planters, wherewith to support h s 
family of Orphans, and will receive no salary. Mrs. Seelye has 
had I urge experience in the duties of her position, haviug been 
a distinguished nurse in the Union Hospital during the war, as 
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a spy for the Union armies. Since the war these friends of 
Jesus have given themselves to the care of Orphans and bring 
to their work here, love, and faithlulness and self-sacrifice. "We 
can but think it a kind direction of Providence that sent them 
to us. 

During the last summer several miles of ditching were done 
and paid for and the plantation is in better working order than 
for some years past. 

A village called La Teche has been platted, and several houses 
are built or in process of erection. Among them is a new M. E. 
Church, which will when finished be an incalculable good to 
our cause. 

In accordance with the second resolution of Conference at the 
session of last year, the Home has been more closely identified 
with the cause of education, and the La Teche Seminary has 
been organized and established there. We recommend for 
adoption the following resolutions, viz : 

Resolved, 1. That this Conference hereby extends a cordial 
welcome to Brother and Sister Seelye, and that we will continu- 
ally pray for their success and co-operate with them to the 
extent of our ability. 

Resolved, 2. That we not only approve but rejoice in the 
creation of the village of La Teche, wherein many of our people 
are establishing for themselves and their families refined and 
Christian Homes. 

Whereas, 3. There is a considerable debt, perhaps $10,000 
including the $5,000 due to the Freedmen's Aid Society, and 

Whereas, There is need of immediate repair of the Sugar Mill, 
which was destroyed by the explosion of the boiler, and 

Whereas, The Home Building is in every urgent need of 
repairs, therefore 

Resolved, That we hereby request the Orphan's Home Board 
immediately to take measures to raise at least $15,000 for the 
benefit of the Home.

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achieve a much larger circulation and a manifold greater 
power. 

The varietv and purity of its contents make it acceptable and 
safe as a family paper and entitle it to a place in every house- 
hold of our people. The ability of its editorials, and especially 
their soundness and prudence on all the vital questions before 
the church, have won the confidence of our ministry and mem- 
bership. Tins confidence is more particularly meiited because 
the editorial departs ent places our Southern work in the light 
of troth before the church at large. It is to be regretted on 
this account, that we have not the means to distribute it broad- 
cast throughout the North.

It is a maxim of military leaders to mass thei • strength where 
the position and force of the enemy make it most necessary. 
That point in your line which is most expose J should be guarded. 
Such a rule will apply well to our tactics in ecclesiastical warfare. 

The great enemy of a pure Christianity to-day — a foe more to 
be dreaded than infidelity, or heathenism, is Romanism; which 
is only another name for Jesuitism; which is but another name 
for tyranny, falsehood, fraud, simony, hypoeracy and all the 
lying wonders that have as yet crept out of hell. The citadel of 
this foe on American soil is New Orleans. Look around ns and 
behold her massive structures, her strong foundations. Listen 
nightly to the chimes that remind her votaries of their unenlight- 
ened worship. Behold her tracks in the bookstalls, in the print- 
ing office, in the City Council, in the Bo ird of Education, in the 
General Assembly. Go through the State ot Louisiana and 
witness the vast areas where only the Catholic Church is visible, 
and where Protestants are scarcely safe in person. View the 
abject masses that from the beginning of the hi tor y of the State 
have hal the freeman's sword, the ballot, with less intelligence 
and far less morals than the unhappy victims of the no w defunct 
tyranny of slavery. 

Contemplate these things and say whether this be not the 
place and now, if ever, the time to locate in front of the enemy 
an engine of moral power that shall make the ranks tremble. 

We might call attention to other things, such as the district 
and peculiar population of the country wherein the Southwestern 
must find its patrons, a popular-ion whose wants could not bd 
understood so far as New York or Cincinnati; and many other 
things perhaps, might profitably be mentioned; but we forbear, 
thinking we have said enough to justify the conviction already 
expressed. 

We therefore respectfully submit for your adoption the follow- 
ing resolutions: 

1. Resolved, That we have in the Southwestern Christian Advocate 
a true and able exponent of the principles and life of Methodism, 
and an invaluable aid toward the christian culture of our people, 
we therefore most earnestly recommend it to the continued and 
increased patronage of our people an i of the public generally.

Rev. James Madison Bryan,

But he soon found that the Methodist Church was far better suited to his 
religmus feelings, and opened a wider field of usefulness anion, his fellow 
servants, so with his Episcopal training he went irto the Methodist 
Church and soon became a useful Preacher, gathering the people around 
bim, and winning many souls to Christ. He remained with his termer 
owners on Bayon Lafourche until 1865, when he came to New Orleans, to 
be present at the organization of the Christmas Conference of the old 
mother Methodist Episcopal Church, presided over by the late Bishop 
Thomson. Here he was induced by his comrades, and his convictions of 
duty to join the Mississippi Mission Conference as it was then called. 
His first appointment was to Vicksborg, with Rev. N. L. Brakemao, as 
Presiding Elder. Here he planted our Church, and nursed it in its 
infancy, and succeeded during the year in erecting our first Church in 
that city: His next appointment was to St. Martinsville, on Bayou 
Teche. He remained on this work three years, built one Church and 
organized three other congregations, and was both popular and useful 
In 1870 he was appointed to Donaldsonville, and here gave three years of 
labor and toil to the Cuuieh. He was then appointed to Sixth Street 
Church m this city, flere he remained two years a faithful and laborious 
worker for the Church. With a constitution greatly enfeebled, and fail 
ing health, he desired to remove to his own little homo in Donaldsonville, 
and he was appointed to a charge in the vicinity of his h"me, St. James 
Chapel. After removing his family he was taken sick, and thus kept 
from his work for a time. But as soon as able with the heroism of a true 
Methodist Preacher he went to his work, and commenced what seemed to 
promise to be one of the most successful years of his life. But in a few 
weeks he was taken down with hemorrhage of the lungs which continued 
at times to prostrate him throughout the year. Still, as he was able, he

"As to the 'Centennial Sermon' the Resolution of Conference 
was for the publication of the Sermon entire. But this would 
double the size, and cost of the Minutes, and hence is impracti- 
cable. A meager outline or abstract of the Sermon would not 
meet the expectations of the Brethren, neither would it be in 
compliance with the Resolution of Conference. Hence I deem 
it wise and prudent to decline making out any abstract for pub- 
lication in the Minutes." 1
